And the best proof o 
his success is the general devotion of his subjects 
towards him, 

Thisdevotion might appear to many somewhat of a 
paradox. He has never won a victory in war, be has all 
his life been in conflict with popular ideas and popular 
movements, he has had to appeal to foreign arms in 
order to recover one half of his revolted provinces, 

Since then he has lost two large slices of his dominions. 
All the bitterest of national jealousies, racial antipathies, 
aud feverish revolutionary aspirations of the day are at 
work in the Empire. He bas never been assiated by a 
really great general or statesman since Metternich, who 
brought him up in statecraft, and Radetaky, who 
secared him on the throne. And yet hecontriven to hold 
the balance between all the conflicting elements, and 
has got to be looked upon as a trusty arbiter among hin 
subjects, 

‘ne Emperor has also shown himself cealous for the 
development of the trade of his country, quite as much 
as for the development of ite national prectign. 

The character of the Emperor was summed up more 
than forty P sa ago by Prince Bismarok in the followin, 
words: “He is quick .of apprehension and has nepi 
circumspect manner of judging with simplicity, and 
an openness of demeanour that confidence,” and 
the words are an true to-day as they were then. If the 
Em "s life had to be acted over again, there is pro- 
ably little in it that he would find necessary to alter, or 
wiser to attempt in a different way. . 

Ants his life has been attended by many disasters. 
The defeat by Prussia was one which might have been 
looked as an overwhelming calamity by a less 
buoyant . But in next to no time the Emperor 
seemed to come up smiling, rather invigorated and en- 
couraged by his disaster than otherwise. Probably the 
greatest us saddest shadow that came over his life was 
that of the tragic death of his only son, Crown Prince 
Rudolph, and he hasscarcely yet recovered from the 
blow which the news of it occasioned him. 

The Emperor is an extraordinarily hard worker. 
Winter and summer he rises at five o'clock in the morn- 
ing and devotes almost his whole day, until he goes to 
b apis at ten p.m., to the affairs of State, writing, 
receiving audiences, attending reviews, conferring with 
his Mi , and deci upon policies of all the great 
departments of State. 5
